Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such 
omission amounting to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See 
MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted structural cooperative relationships are: suction blower, 
suction connection/connections and conveyor belt. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Ninehouser (4,378,61 1). Ninehouser discloses a multifunction cleaning and drying 
device comprising removing water ice (melted frost) from a refrigeration system 
(refrigerators) for cooling refrigerated goods to a temperature below the freezing point 
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(the melted frost can be generated in freezer compartment where a temperature of 
below freezing point occurs); providing suction blower (vacuum cleaner with suction 
blower); at least one suction connection (vacuum cleaner has at least one suction 
connection); in the interior of the refrigeration system and applying suction to remove 
water ice (melted frost) through the at least at least one suction connection. See Fig. 1- 
4, column 1, lines 17-23, column 1, line 52 tocolumn 3, line 23. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2-4 and 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Ninehouser. Ninehouser discloses the invention substantially as claimed as stated 
above. However, Ninehouser does not disclose three suction connections, suction over 
a conveyor belt,. Three suction connections are obvious duplication of a single suction 
connection which single suction connection is taught by Ninehouser; the vacuum 
cleaner of Ninehouser when teaches for suctioning off melted frost (ice water) in a 
refrigerator (see column 1, lines 18-19) is obvious that Ninehouser vacuum cleaner is 
able for suctioning office water from a conveyor belt running or installed in a refrigerated 
space. Regarding movably mounted suction connection for claim 8, the vacuum cleaner 
of Ninehouser is movable with the suction hose.
